Thera alee lias bean much theorizing about the assassination, in virtually all 
ca^s without factual foundation. One can theorize endlessly i 3 one is not inhibited 
by fact. 

Xn your theory you first . have to ostabliah a ooxmecfcfcon between De HohrenachUdt 
and the crirae. I know of no reason to believe you can do this. That he knew Oswald ia 
meaningless. At the time of the crime ha was end had been in Haiti for the better part 
of a year, as X recall about nine months. To overcome this fact poopflLe Jia Garrison 
Just imagined that he had been Oswald’s "baby-aitter* for an intelligence agency. 

If you want to theorize, you have to do it in terns of what is known of the crime. 

While tiiere never was any real investigation of it, some basic facts are beyond reason*, 
able question. Theorizing, therefore, if it is to be responsible, must be in toms of 
what is known about the cxiue, not what ia imagined about it. 

I don’t know that ny books can help you because there ia nothing in them that I 
recall that loads any support at all to your theory. However, in the event you want to 
learn sore about the crime I include a list of thee.
